“Four score and seven years ago our fathers 
brought forth upon this continent a new nation, 
conceived in liberty and dedicated to the proposition 
that all men are created equal. 
Now, we are en­ 
gaged in a great civil war,' testing w hether that na­ 
tion, or any other nation so conceived and so dedi­ 
cated, can long endure. 
We are m et on a great 
battlefield of that w ar; we are met to dedicate a por­ 
tion of it as the final resting place of those who 
here gave their lives th a t th a t nation m ight live. 
It is altogether fitting and proper th at we should 
do this. 
But, in a larger sense, we cannot dedicate, 
we cannot consecrate, we cannot hallow this ground. 
The brave men, living and dead, who struggled here, 
have consecrated it fa r above our poor power to 


add or detract. 
The world will little note nor 
long rem ember w hat we may say here; but it can 
never forget w hat they did here. 
“ It is for us. the living, rather to be dedicated 
here to the unfinrehed work th a t they have thus far 
so nobly carried on. 
It is rather for us here to be 
dedicated to the great task remaining before us; 
that from these honored dead we take increased de­

One day he 
astonished the unimaginative officers 
and officials of Whitehall by asking 


that several detachments of blind men 
, frcwn the various institutions be sent 
to his headquarters.

cases it was the blind men on duty at 
the outposts, far from the noises of 
London, who often distinguished the 
hum of the raider’s motors from ten to 
15 minutes before they were picked 
up by other listeners among the reg­ 
ular soldiers.
